Judge Hart showed, in his addresi 
withdrawing from the contest in behalf o 
Hiss Ida Grcelcy, that every objection to 
the will of 1S7U was removed by the rcleasi 
of Mr. Greeiey'a relatives beuefitled by tho 
will of 1371, 
nnd intimated that the deter 


minalion of the Aid Society to get Ha mon- 
ey had prevented the making of any satis 
factory 
arrangements and occasioned tho 


bitterness of the contest. Tho value-of Mr 
Grceley's property is variously estimated at 
between $00,000 and $2^5,000. In court 
Monday, counsel for the contestants statei 
thai it amounted to $200,800, but others 
equally well acquainted with Ibo affairs o; 
the oatat'.i say that after a careful invontory 
Itdooanot exceed $130,000, allowing the 
very liighcst prices for the shares of news- 
paper and other iitock.
